In the Boer war one of the colu mns, 
half Canadian and half regu lar, u nder 
General Ian Hamilton, b ecame so no­ 
toriou s for looting that the soldiers were 
nicknamed “the Thou sand Thieves.’’

of 
appreciation 
through increased patronage as will 
convinoe the department th a t the 
service given them is warranted, or by 
their inaction and lack of appreciation 
to lntite its curtailment or entire 
abolition. The action of the depart­ 
ment will be governed in all cases by 
the patronage of a route. 
If only a 
few weekly papers aud fewer dailies 
are taken and letter mail facilities al­ 
lowed to go unimproved for the most 


part of the patrons of a route the de­ 
partment will construe the 
faufc as i 
evidence of inappreciation and act 
au- ; 
oordingly . 
If both paper and letter' 
mail are what they ought to be, ser­ 
vice on the route will be continued. 
As inspection of rural routes is to 
begin at once, there is no time to be 
lost in swelling the receipts. 
More 
daily papers should be taken, more 
letters written aud every effort made 
to increase the amouat of mail car­ 
ried.

poar, and still low er the m aple and 
laurel are just beginning to unfold 
their leav es, and then in a half a day s 
journey the w ild flowers come. 
H un­ 
dreds and hundreds of them of all 
shapes and colors a re found here, and 
as you approach the rim of the w onder­ 
ful Yosem ite the air is heav y laden 
w ith the scent of the azaleas, and the 
trail is lined w ith wild lilac, w ild cher­ 
ry and dogwood a perfect riot of 
flow­
